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ON THE EDGE OP VICTORY 

After the massive outpouring of support for peace in the two 
Moratorium demonstrations, those of us who took this position more 
than four years ago are heartened as only those can be who have seen 
a cause through from its beginnings. I have a button which reads 
"March on Washington - End the War in Vietnam - April 17, 1965". 
jit that time the peace movement was an : unregarded effort by a hand- 
ful of leftists then regarded mere cranks. 

The tragic escalation of the American invasion of Vietnam has 
since forced on the .American people the necessity of adopting this 
position, despite the obloquy heaped upon it in the press. We do 
not have to go back very far, to remember when Arthur Schleslnger Jr. 
was defending Johnson's Vietnam policy at teach-ins, when "liberal" 
newspapers portrayed peace marchers as a ragged pack of barefooted 
dope addicts, and when Pacifists automatically assumed that a man in 
uniform was their" enemy. 

Sometime, in late .1967. or early 19 68 the desire to get our for- 
ces' out 6f Vietnam became the majority opinion of the American peo~ 
pie. This realisation developed in a number of ways, Attendance 
at anti-war parades outnumbered- attendance at pro-war parades by 
figures, like. 10-1. or 15-1. New York City and Cleveland, by refusing 
to allow anti-war referenda on the ballot,, effectively conceded the 
majority to the opposition. And, for the. first time in American 
history, , an active anti-war movement developed within the army it- 
self. Pew people 'in government realized that their conscript sol- 
diers were coming from the same generation of youth that has so 
forcefully and effectively built the peace movement to its present 
strength. 

Your G-amesmaster can appreciate the satisfaction of his Aboli- 
tionist ancestors, who began with illegal pamphlets and the Under- 
ground Railroad, and ended by wiping slavery from the face .of the 
land. For, after the October and November .^Iprator ii^it has become 
evident that President Nixon can continue his war only through such 
a massive suppression of individual liberty as will make his ! VKo 
own rule as untenable as Thieu's. 

Long-time GRAUST,i,RK readers will remember an early concern with 
the peace issue in these pages. Though another of my publications 
had already attacked the American invasion of Vietnam a few months 
earlier, discussion opened in G-RAUSTARK #71 on 7 November 1965 with, 
a letter from John Smythe, then a political science instructor at 
Youngstown University. Smythe, who popularized Diplomacy among sev- 
eral of his students including John Koning, wrote a long letter at- 
tacking the peace marches. "The misbegotten sons who participated 
in the marches ... aimed at avoiding or- destroying the draft," he 
wrote, "should be enrolled immediately in a punishment battalion, 
and. shipped to Viet Nam." There was more of the same, covering 
almost pages of elite type. His main argument were the' same 

tired ola^g'eopoiit ical considerations which say "spheres of influ- 
ence when . they mean butchered women, burned children, and' bombed 
hospitals,

The discussion was continued in later issues. Anders Swenson 
supported Snathe's views, while Jack Chalks r opposed them. Two Ca- 
nadians, Derek Nelson and James MacKenzie., vowed to fight to the last 
American; MacKenzie added support for the white-supremacist regime in 
/Rhodesia. Prom then on the topic was never absent from the pages of 
GRAUSTARK, despite my abortive . attempt to transfer political commen- 
tary to the pages of another of my publications. In the spring of 
1966, Charles Reinsel made a noisy break with GRAUSTARK by objecting 
to anti-war slogans on the mailing wrappers. This inspired "Clark 
Gunsel", . hero of the '"'Secret Agent O-0-Hate" series.

This massacre, originally denied, is receiving increasing confirma- 
tion as . soldiers' who were present come forward with their stories and 
photographs. The American commander has been arrested, though after 
what happened to the "Green Beret Eight l! no one imagines that anything 
will happen to him. (His lawyer said he was only doing his duty, 
which of course is perfectly true.)' 

2. Early this year at Balangan, Americans towed boats loaded 
with 1200 Vietnamese noncombatants out to sea, where they were sunk 
by American warships in an atrocity reminiscent of the mass noyages 
of the French Reign of Terror. 

3. During I968, 18,393 suspected Vietcong village officials were 
assassinated under Project Phoenix.

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BOOK REVIEWS 

THE TRAITOR GAME by Dougal McLeish - Houghton Mifflin, $Ij..95. 

In ray review of Pete Hamill's A Killing for Chris t ( Science- 
Piction Review #31) I speculated that few political assassinations 
would be. as unlikely as that of a Pope. A more unlikely candidate 
is presented in this book. After all, over the centuries Popes 
have aroused bitter antagonisms that have not yet died down, but 
who ever gets excited about a Prime Minister of Canada? Like its 
physical climate, Canada's political climate is sub-Arctic. A 
couple of years ago, while reading Vladimir Dedijer's excellent 
study of the Sarajevo tyrannicide ( The Road to Sarajevo , reviewed 
in GRAUSTARK #ll|!+ and LEFTOVERS #2) I came across reference to a 
political assassination in 1868 of one D'Arcy McGee. There have 
been none since. 

The Traitor Game takes place in a very near future - so much 
so that recognizable characters from the Canadian political scene 
appear in it. The Leader of the Opposition is a savage caricature 
of John Diefenbaker, while the Governor General is a French Canad- 
ian like a recent real-life counterpart. And the Premier of Brit- 
ish Columbia, though not identified as a member of the Social Cre- 
dit Party, from context plainly belongs to that collection of anti- 
Semites, funny-money economists, "lawnor der " advocates, and plain 
nuts who have ruled Canada's California since 1952. 

The book begins with the assassination - which is apparently 
intended to take place in 1969 or 1975, since we are informed that 
September 8 falls on a Monday. The assassin is taken alive, and 
turns out to be a hare-brained young French Canadian nationalist. 
However, the pi 6-t ?3.u^ns out to be as devious as those hypothesized 
by people who feel" that the self-appointed "leftist" Lee Harvey Os- 
wald was the tool of right-wingers. In fact, the whole plot struc- 
ture of the book owes much to the speculations that have been pro- 
pagated concerning the assassination of President Kennedy. 

The her.rj, a man of mixed Anglo-French ancestry, traces the 
threads of the plot to the Premier of Canada and his principal hench- 
man, a Minuteman-type triggerman named Misselhorn. The Premier, a 
wealthy politician-businessman who comes on like a right-wing Rocke- 
feller, has an elaborate plan to drive Quebec into secession, break 
up Canada, and carve himself a private kingdom out of the ruins. 
In addition, Misselhorn has his own plans for said kingdom. 

In many novels of this sort the situation is saved by one man 
at the head of the country, who loses neither his life nor his cool, 
and who uses his powers to take charge and lead the country back to 
sanity. Here it, is the Governor General, the titular Chief of 
State, whom the hero rescues from an isolated Ontario villa where the 
plotters hold him captive. The Governor General returns just in time 
to dissolve a Parliament decimated by a Fawkes-type attack, thus 
foiling the scheme of thirty hold-out Quebec Nationalists to take 
over the body and peacefully vote the country's partition. McLeish 
also feels that, despite centrifugal tendencies that have appeared : 
in Canada in recent years, the sense of nationhood is strong enough 
among both English-speakers and French-speakers to hold the country 
together in a crisis. 

The Traitor Game, is compellingly written. The reader becomes , 
actively interested in the story's development, though numerous 
science-fiction novels of the type Ted White characterizes as "para- 
noid" have accustomed us to ,the pervasive^flot that no one can be 
made to believe in. The loose ends are neatly tied up - though it 
is hard to believe that the Mafia would hire out to do other ToeonlftR' 
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assassinations, when they have so many of their own to handle. 
And the American reader, while recognizing similarities with our 
race problem in the plight of the Quebecois, gets an interesting 
perspective on the too little known country which adjoins ours.

The simulation of a real- life situation by a game Is quite 
familiar to Diplomacy players. Often such a simulation has a sa- 
tirical intention, as in the games Avarice and Score which have 
been previously reviewed here. The supporters of the defendants 
in the present "Chicago Eight" conspiracy trial have done it here, 
using nothing less than the "National Sport,'' as a vehicle for their 
parody. This 2l|-page book is in the format and style of the pro- 
gram for a baseball game.: (In fact, it is sub-titled, "Official 
P^pm".) 

The eight defendants , ranging from a Sh~ year-old veteran Pa- 
cifist to a Black Panther leader, are accused of conspiring to turn 
the 1968 Democratic Nat Ions! ..Convention into a riotous farce. The 
defendants represent a broad spectrum, of the American Left. As a 
columnist in the book says: "...For the first time in history, the 
all-stars have been selected not by the writers, not by. the coaches 
or the players or the fans, but by the opposing team." , 

The defendants are matched with -eight "Washington Kangaroos" 
in the following line-ups; - ■

Rosters .give ages, heights, weights, number of years as a pro, and 
such statistics as Porfibelian's Attorneyship Index for the lawyers. 
(That's the annual Income from all sources times the number of 
years since admission to the bar, divided by 1000 times his numeri- 
cal ranking in his graduating law class.) The umpire is, of course, 
Judge Julius Hoffman, The program lists songs and cheers for the 
two teams, past records (including the Kangaroos' recent 3-2 defeat 
in Bostpn), brief accounts of the playing careers of both teams' 
members, ads for souvenirs ("Official Conspiracy Autographed Time 
Bomb", "Stuffed Cloth Kangaroo with Plush Piglet"), .and other adver- 
tisements. ("The Republic of New Africa fly TWA. is there any rea- 
son why YOU shouldn't?" and "Pepsi-Cola Hits the Spot... in the new 
No-iieturn Bottle" with a picture of a girl tossing a Molotov cock- 
tail made in one.) 

Worth the price of admission by Itself is the ad on the back 
cover : 

"Daybreak at Se Bang Hieng. You're out on a recon patrol in 
Cong country. Then it happens - a mortar. opens up In the distance. 
And another. And yet another.: Shells falling everywhere - blossom- 
ing into electric flame.;- shimmering scarlets - throbbing magentas - 
flashing yellows - pulsating pinks - and even an occasional splash 
of cerise. You don ' t -move. You're hypnotized - grooving on the 
light show - caught up in Charlie's ever-changing, churning kaleido- 
scope. 'Par outl' you murmur to .no one In particular . Suddenly

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THE GRAUSTARK INTERVIEW 

This Is the first in a series "f intwvle-ws with 
men and women who have played distinguished roles in 
the world of international intrigue,, This interview 
is with the retired spy Pussy Hari, great-granddaughter 
of the world-renowned,- Mat a Hari. 

HRAUSTARK: Did you take-up espionage' , because of family pres- 
sure, Miss Hari? 

PUSSY: Just call me Pussy. I don't think you could call it 
"pressure 1 '. With all my relatives . engaged in spying, , - there was nev- 
er any-thought of going into any ether line of work.' I guess I had 
no more choice in my career t|i|m that darling boy in Wales- dees. 

GRAUSTARK: Who were 30 mo' 'of your relatives in espionage? 

PUSSY: Well, of course . everyone's heard of great-grandma, and 
I've even seen great-aunt Banda ' 3- career written up. But my grand- 
mother was Fanny Hari s whose father was the Crown Prince of Germany. 
Then there was my mother Vera Hari, who was active during World War 
--II, So was my uncle Peter Hari, who had access to certain high Nazi 
officials who couldn't get along with mama. My sister Connie Hari 
is now- working in Vietnam, and next month my daughter Axilla Hari 
starts' her first independent assignment for the Joint Committee for 
Cuban Refugees in Miami and German Refugees in Buenos Aires. 

GRAUSTARK: Do you work for either aide?

But in 
19^j when "they started paying her in counterfeit Danzig gulden, she 
reported in to 1 Allen Dulles in Switzerland. 

GRAUSTARK: Have the members of yaur family found espionage to be 
a -safe profession? 

PUSSY: Well, there are risks in everything . For example, mama 
hired out-, to' the Israelis in 191+7 and-was crushed to death by King 
Farouk, ' But- Uncle Peter is still alive- -and well in his villa on the 
Greek island of Gemini. It's such a pleasure to watch him opening 
fat letters with Egyptian, Spanishj or Argentinian stamps and watch- 
ing the money roll out, 

GR1USTARK: Are you retired now? 

PUSSY: Yes, though I get back into action for special commis- 
sion jobs. 

GRAUST-IRK: //hat was your most recent lob? 

PUSSY: It was in the United States, just after the 1968 Presi- 
dential elections, 

GRAUSTARK: After? I would have thought:;, that the best opportuni- 
ties for espionage were before the elections/" 

PUSSY: No. After the elections, when it was announced that 
Nixon had won, there was still the problem of determining which one 
of the three was actually Nixon.
